REGINA SURVIVORS 
ARRIVE HOME FOR

HALIFAX, Sept. 15.— Nearly 50 
survivors of H. M. C, 8S. Regina, which 
sank within 28 seconds after an ex- 
plosion ripped her apart in the Eng- 
lish Channel, Aug. § have arrived in 
Halifax from N. Y., enroute to their 
homes throughout Canada. 

A month and a half after the fateful 
night when the Regina went to the 
bottom carrying 30 of their buddies 
the sailors showed little 
sign of their harrowing experience.

The principal one will 
be the possibility of a collapse of the prices of farm 
products such as occurred after World War 1. 


Canadian farm production has increased substant- 
illy during the war years in direct response to the 
pleas of the Canadian and Allied governments. 
There have been abundant markets for farm pro- 
ducts during the war. There is a danger, however, 
that these markets will contract in peacetime with 
the result that surpluses will accumulate in Canada. 


Canadian farmers should be strong in their deter- 
mination to insist that there shall be no collapse of 
farm prices in the post-war period similar to what 
occurred after the first world war. 


The best way of achieving this is to strengthen 
farm co-operatives and farmer associations.
